[Editorial in Monday’s Leader.] [ 

Postmaster J.L. Early wine.of Paris, 
whose reappointment for four years 
has been opposed by Senator-elect W. 
O. Bradley, was private secretary to 
Mr. Bradley during the latter’s Gub- 
nertorial term and owed his first ap- 
pointment to the Governor’s personal 
efforts in his behalf. Mr. Earlywine 
has made an efficient and popular post- 
master .and has so conoucted himself 
officially and politically as to win the 
good will of those who opposed him 
four years ago, who believed themselves 
sure of winning until Governor went 
to the front for his former secretary 
and devoted admirer and eulogist in 
many a convention. 

Mr. Earlywine would have had no op- 
position for reappointment, certainly 
none from Senator Bradley, but for 
the fact that he announced his prefer- 
ence for Judge Taft early in the can- 
vass for the Republican nomination 
long before Mr.bradley had been chos- 
en for the Senatorship or had declared 
his own choice for the Presidency. 

It is matter of current political gos- 
sip that when Governor Bradley was 
elect i Senator andjjsounded his battle 
cry as the leader of the Fairbanks 
forces in Kentucky he sent for or met 
his former secretary and gave him to 
understand that he must line up with 
the Indiana man’s friends or be drop- 
ped from the roll of those entitled to 
bask in the Senatorial sunshine. 

Mr. Earlywine replied that Judge 
iaft was his personal choice and the 
favorite of Kentucky Republicans and 
that he could not abandon his convict- 
ions and his declared choice, even to 
gratify his old-time chief, to whom he 
had been devoted. 

The Leader does not pretend to know 
or quote the exact language of the in- 
terview, but from that day to this it 
has been a matter of political gossip 
in Kentucky that Senator Bradley had 
declared war on his former secretary 
and announced that he should not be 
reappointed postmaster at Paris. 

President Roosevelt’s prompt action 
in sending Mr. Earlwyine’s nomination 
to the Senate, as his term expires this 
week, indicates that he does not pro- 
pose to see a satisfactory postmaster 
turned out to gratify an incoming 
United States Senator who wants to 
punish a Republican for supporting 
Taft in preferecne to Fairbanks. 

Senator Bradley will not make a very 
good start with the new administration 
by holding up confirmation of his for 
mer private secretary and his personal 
selection four year ago, merely to 
gratify a desire for revenge, and it is 
inconceivable that the United States 
Senate will so far strain “Senatorial 
courtesy.” 

Mr. Earlywine will continue to serve 
as postmaster. his original appointment 
holding until his successor is appoint- 
ed, confirmed and qualified and if his 
confirmation is held up indefinitely it 
makes little difference in his official 
status. He arrived home from Wash- 
ington lastfbaturday, and learned after 
reaching Kentucky that his nomination 
had been sent to the Senate.
